Jumping off a threshing rig on 
which it is said he was stealing 
a ride, Charles Kittinger, €. son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John W. Kit­ 
tinger, Fairfield, this alternoon

The boy, according to reports, 
was badly cut about the head and 
face and suffered numerous body 
bruises, but was not seriously in­ 
jured. 
He was carried to the of­ 
fice of Dr. Ira Henderson, Fair­ 
field, by Mr. C rouse, after which 
he was brought to the Warner 
Hospital here for further exami­ 
nation. 
Young Kittinger had jumped on 
the moving threshing rig unknown 
to the men operating the machine, 
according to reports from Fair­ 
field, and they knew nothing of 
the accident until their attention 
was called to it. 
The names of

could not be 
learned 
although 
they were from Orrtanna. 
The threshing machine had just 


turned from the main street in 
Fairfield t«» fhe road to Fairfield 
Station, when the lad jumped off 
the rear end. 
As 
soon as he 
leaped from the moving rig, the 
child darted directly into the path 
of Mr. Crouse’s machine, accord­ 
ing to reports from Fairfield. 
The Gettysburgian endeavored 
to bring hit* automobile to a full 
stop before he ran down the child, 
but in that he was unsuccessful, 
although he applied the brakes 
causing the automobile to skid 
fifteen feet. Mr. Crouse was driv­ 
ing at moderate speed just be­ 
fore th** accident. 
Mr. Crouse gathered the injured 
lad in his arms and hurried with 
him to Doctor Henderson’s office 
where the child was given pre­ 
liminary treatment, after which 
the doctor’s wife brought the in­ 
jured lad to the local hospital. 
At the hospital it was said the 
exact extent of his injuries had 
not been determined, and would 
not be known until after an X-ray 
picture was taken.
